It was on the basis of this iescript ion that 
officer Tippit allegedly apprehended Oswald, 
whom he first saw from the back, as the sus- 
pect was walking in a parallel direction. 
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ahead of Tiopit's car .

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height as 'possible *5 foot 1C, "at though 
the Commission says the nan had to be 
sitting or kneeling , creates another 
obstacle in Tippit ' 3 path. Yet, seern- 
ingly, Tipnit didn't naue the slightest 
difficulty in pi hpo i nt i ng his man w i t h 
startling ease and speed.
